The 19lst (U%) General Hospitel was setivated et Caup Rarkeley, 
Texas, on 31 August 1944, in accordance with General Order No. 85, 
Army Service Porees, Headquarters Sth Service Comsand, dated 5 
August sib and 7/0'& 5 8550, dated 3 July 1944 (1,000 bed). 

After completion of training the unit proceeded through the Boston 
Port of Smbarkation and departed the continental limits of the 
United States on the USS West Point at 1655 on 31 October 1944. 
Following debarkation at Liverpool, ingland, on 9 November 194A, 
the unit moved te Camp Crookston, Scotland, where preparations for 
euheated £5014 cnrvies wave Suvtinr coupleied. 


During the period 9-13 December 194i, the unit proceeded via 
Southaapton, to debark at Le Havre, France, after a cross 
channel journey on the Ship Cheshire. The unit was staged at stretat, 
Franee between 15 to 20 December 1944, and departed for Verdun, France 
on the latter date. Enroute, plane for the operation of the unit 
were altered, end et Soissons, the unit was re-routed to Paris, 
and arrived at its ultimate destination at Villejuif, France on 
22 December 1944. Establishment of the hospitel in the Asile de

PROFPESYTOWAL OTRYI CES: 
1. Wedienl Services: 


The act'vities of the Medien] Services during 19465 fall 
naturally into three pheses, determined by the onerational 
situation faeing the hoavrital. The first phase covered 
roughly the first two months, in which the hoenitel functioned 
much as on evecuetion hospitel. Large numbers of patients 
were received, triaged, and evacusted to rear echelon hospitals. 
The role of definitive treatrent wes restricted to those 
patients who could be quickly returned to duty and those 
whoee rhysteel condition prevented further evneuetion. The 
eecord phage wes initiated when thie hos-itel wae deeirnated 
as « etation hoeritel for troop unite in the Parie end 
surrounding erees. This phase was characterized by greeter 
emphaeia on Giagnoeis and definitive treatment. The Medieal 
Service was broken down into seetiona, and specialized de- 
perteents were set up. The third phese, characterized by 
serremetion of patients under speeialiste and general hospital 
type of investigetion of disease wee the netural reevlt of 
the seeond or tranaition phase. It wea made possible by 
the lessening of the flow of large convoya of patients from 
the front, lenathening of the period during which patients 
could be retained on the continent and Ww amplifiesation of 
the professional personnel. 


The personnel of the Medical Services have reflected 
the chenging mission of the Hosritel.

Prisoner petients with surgical, neuropsychiatric, dermatoloric 
and veneresl diagnoses were professionally attended by 
officers from the departments concerned. 


The most striking development in the Medical Services was 
thet of the “wurepsyehiatrie Section as this hos itel was 
designated as a “eurepsyehiatrie Center on 8 Yay 1945. In 
May there were *42 eases with 9 on the closed ward. In June 
there vere S79 under treatment, 119 of which were closed 
ward cages. By the end of June the tetel number hed in- 
creased to 940 with 170 in confinement, In eddition to 
thig number there were epproximetely © prisoner cares and 
£0 Officer patients under observation. Jnenlin-“hock Therapy 
was firet used in this hospitel in April, 1945, for the 
treatment of combet exhoustion. By May there were on en 
average of 4 neur-psychotic eases a week receiving “areosis 
Treatrent. “arly in June 1945, eleetric-shock therapy was 
eet up. 


a. Personnel: 


The Medical Services saw many chenges in personnel 
during the lest six months of operation due to the redeployment 
program end the fact thet there were many high point officers 
on the service. Another situetion thet presented itself was 
the inereesing number of patients on the neuropsychiatric 
wards, It became necessary in the letter part of June to 
transfer two medical officers from the surgical service to 
the mefical service to care for neuropsychiatric patients.

Two continual neuropsychiatrie courses were held at 
the hosrital. The first course sterted on 75 June 1945 end 
the last course ended 15 Aucust 1945. The attendance at 
these eee approxiseted thirty offieers who were placed 
on D, 5, with the organization, plus meny of the regular 
etaff of medical officers end nurses whe ettended some of 
the elesecs. 


Om 21 August 1945 a general medical school was opened. 
However, due to the shortage of officers on the Medics) "ards, 
these students were sesianed to assiet Medical Of*icers on 
overloaded wards, “ard rounds were made dafly with the croup 
of students by the Chief of Yedical Service at which time 
interesting cases on the Vedical Service were discussed, 


The “europsyehiatric wards presented 2 continual 
need for the training of ward men, especially those assiened 
to the closed wards where there was a lack of sufficiently 
trained personnel to handle psychotic petients. Yesrular 
elasses were held for these men by the werd officers and 
also by the Chief of the Neuropsychiatric “ection. 


2. Sureiesl Services: 


The narrative of Surgical Services in the 19ist (US) 
General Sosrital is an inspiring one of evereodi ng many 
difficulties. Yor the months of January, February, and 
early “arch, the Surricel oe ae bore e tremendous burden, 
with a preponderent number of ell patients requiring 
surgical cere, It will be recalled thet this period was 
the eriticsl one of beating back the Sernan break-through 
and sost Axerica we Casualties, especially requiring 
eurgical ears. ring January, the operative room wes sleo 
yr papal emer a saeedl: aP yap ing ie The only 
aterilizers and autoclaves were of the field type and were 
set up with the surcicel equipment. Along vith the confusion 
of unersting and setting up the operating room equirment end 
instruments, 9 surricel wards of 150 to °12 beds ench, were 
made ready and occupied, The cold weather and me Rg 
between bufldings made it imperative thet a werd of 75 beds 
be maintained in the same building os the opersting room for 
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pre and rost operstive patiente, and those seriously ill. 
Deepite all thin ineonventence and confusion, #89 operations 
were performed during January. From the original state of 
chaos, cond‘tions rapidly improved. During the month of 
March 733 petients were operated on, and 2,40) sursfiecal 
operations had been performed in the operating room by 18 
Tune 1945. This 4oes not include minor surrical procedures 
done in the Orthopedie, “ye, “ar, Nose, Throet and Senito- 
Urinary Clinics that were functioning within a sonth efter 
the unfit started operation. 


Courses of lectures and demonatretions were oreanized 
for the Enlisted “erronnel to increase their efficteney and 
train new replacerents., Clinic conferences ere now held 
each week where professional end administretive procedures 
are presented, and diceussed. Interesting end unusuel 
ceses, procedures end errors in diagnosis are brought up 
at these meetings. 


Nueh hae been accomplished in the physical set up. A 
new operst‘ng block was opened #1 Vay 1945. This is complete 
with senerate rooms for clean, orthopedic and septic surgical 
cases. There sre 9 operating tebles and operating Lights, 
6 of them scielytie end 3 field type (wired). The surgical 
wards sre grouped compactly cround the operating room and 
the X+Tay Depart~ent ie in the opposite end of the seme 
building. A mobile X-Ray unit is kept im the operating room. 
Central Supply hee been moved in the same building with the 
Pharmacy, Laboratory and Medical Supply, which is moet con- 
venient. There are separate wards for the following eategories 
of sureienl petiente - general surgery, orthopedics, TINT, 
genito-urinery, proctology, seriously i111 and pre and post 
operative eases; the letter two types being housed in the 
same building as the operating room, At the present time the 
surgical services, end all ite branches are running smoothly 
under the third ohfef of service since the beginning of the — 
year.

The eergation of hostilities in this theater and the 
redeployment of personnel 41d not materially reduce the 
ectivity of the %"ay Ueperteent.

The Pharmecy was loeanted in the same building as was 
the Leboretory end vee under the dfrection of the Chief of 
Laboratory “ervies, This branch wes extremely fortunste to 
have eight registered pharmaceutical chenieta eesige’ to it 
and an "CO in Charge who head many yeers of experience in 
pharmaceutical practice, All of the more common drags were 
aveilable end many of the less common ones on the shelves. 
The rmacy compounded many of the ointments and penicillin 
lozenges. During the last four months of operstion this 
brareh hed cherge of penicillin. All biolegies were teken 
Gere of by thie section. 


S. Dentel Service: 


The Pentel “orviee hed six (¢) Dental Corps Officers and 
16 wellequalified “,lieted Men aasiene’. The clinic oversted 
seven dental cheirs and rrovided ell phases of dental service-- 
extreetions, restorations, prosthetics, and surgery. 


The hosritel was mede an Acrylic "ye Center for the Paris 
eree in May, 1945 end served in this capneity until the 
hospital cessed functioning as a unit in November, 1945. 


The total work done by the Dental Service is shown in 
Table X, below, (cleo see Craph VE).

En route partichler 
effort was made to provide the troops with amuserent in the 
form of all availeble emell gemes. The major portion of the 
work, however, began once the took shape at ite cite 
in Villefuif, ee les 


but they were weil patronized. Arrangements were made toe 
provide enterteinment in the form of French Civilien hows 
and these were welcome whenever they appeared, At first, 
ell the unit could boast in the Line of sports activities 
wes @ lone ping-pong treble. This stands out in 

trast with the equipment made availeble at e later date 
through the efforts of the Special “ervice Department, 


Creduelly, the feeilities which the derrtrent was able 
to offer the men expanded. esrite the lack of aveiieble 
playing fields, a handicap which plagued the unit throughout 
ite eristence at Villeftuif, there were leagues organized in 
Softball, Baseball, Sesketbell, Sadminton, and Ping-Pong. 
The competition wes partieviarly spirited in Softball where 
ten teans perticipeted in an inter-hospital tournament, won 
by the representatives of the Office of the "egistrer. “here 
it was not pormsible for a sport te be practiced on the post, 
errancements were made with the Motor Pool and other de- 
partrents concerned to provide transrortstion. Ta such 
manner a steady nurber of participants pleyed rolf and 
tennia, the parties being sent out averaging et least four 
monthly im each case. Table tennis tournaments were held 
pertodiceally and attracted much attention in the detechrent. 
These were both inter and intra-hosrital tournaments, Among 
other athletic ectivities whieh oeeusied the attention of the 
men were their participation in a “Gale Srorte Demonstration" 
sponsored by the French Committee and held et Keri Marr 
“tadium. Another of these srorts which was perheps less 
speectaculsr then the others but equelly important beenuse of 
the large number of participants, wae horseshoes. pitching. 
During any of the daylicht hours it was no uncommon sight to 
see ell of the courts oecuried by enthusiastic groups of 
pitchers slinging the shoes with abandon. Interest in foote 
ball was cultiveted by tours arranged to the lesding contests 
in the saree with transportation provided by the Motor Pool. 
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A portion of the Vedios football team, as well ae its coach, 
was ¢rawn from this unit end stimuleted the unit's interest 
progress of the leacue,

The appreatation of clessiecal music was fostered by 
Classes in the subject. nit radios, over 40 in number, 
were made availeble on the various wiris through the efforts 
of the Srecial Service Department which maintained and dis- 
tributed them throughout the hoeritel erea. 


Arrangementa were coneluded with French Civilian Srecial 
Service to provide French entertainment each Fridey for the 
eee ee eee of the detechment.

» ®8 well as occasional toure to su~rounding senters of 
interest like Tontainbleau, Chentilly and Versailles. Theeter 
tickets for officers and enlisted men were obtained by Srectal 
Services for such attractions as Le Casino de Paris, Folies 
Bergere, the Olympia, "nea-arigny, and “moire theaters and 
many other specitel events. “ers coverege anf current reading 
material was provided through the distribution via Special 
Servieee of “The Stare and Stripes", “Yank”, "The Fereld 
Tribune”, and the various magazine kits. 


Information and Education's activities were dictsted by 
the necessity of furnishing the members of this command with 
the requisite orientation material deairned to make each 
{ndividuel aware of his pert in the great issues of war and 
pence, as well as with informetion concerning the edueationsa) 
facilities available to him as well as the actual conducting 
of unit cleeses in various eub‘ecte. Two hourly veriode of 
orientation were held during which “Army Talks” and the other 
available educations) meterial were discussed. “eruleriy, 
illuctretive films were shown to the sssembled group end 
these were followed by pertinent direvesion periods. The 
various aspects of rederloyzent, the G2 3111 of Niehts, and 
post-var probleme were mong the topics treated. “vring most 
of our stay here, the unit school functioned with classes 
condueted in French by « civilian instructor whose cupil- 
strength in ell croups evereged thirty, in Yusic Aprreoiation, 
and in S0ekkeeping, both elementary and edvenced. IT and * 
rateriele of instruction were utilised im all of these courses. 
Supplementing these setivities and providing an added source 
of entert-inment for detachrent and ratiente elike was the 
Unit Library of more then SOO volumes end a lending system 
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whieh insured complete soverage of the hosnitel. ‘4s many 
as ?,000 individuals were served by the library vhich ree 
mained open 12 hovure deily. 


The “ergeant's Club, with a separate building for its 
use, was the center of recreation for the non-come, Tts 
veekly dances, well-maneced bar and games room, answered the 
need for relaxetion adequately. Yor the Tylisted "ena tay 
room, reeding room and bar were provided, These were centrally 
located in one large room which was ea vopuler rendezvous. 
Ping-pong tebles, emell gares and reefing materiel, torether 
with comfortable furnishings were arranged through Snecial 
Servi ees. 


The unit theeter was established early in our stey bere 
and, through the efforts of *peciel Service, 1¢ eusceeded in 
providing at leest two complete shows daily with newsreels 
and short sub‘ecte for the emuserent of more then four hundred 
patrons. Tt meved ite querters severe] times ae convenience 
dictated, The theater wes equipped with twin projectors, 
thus eliminating time lepee between reels. 


These multitudizous notivities of the Dapertment of 
Speeiel Services wore supplemented by the program erranged 
through Special Service higher heedquarters. Sy this means 
our full quote of twenty-five were enabled to attenc the 
various schoole and universities whose feeilities ware 
avaticble to merbers of the Armed Torces. 


. Thies ambitious program was curtailed only on the receipt 
of moving orders 9 “overber 1945. “ven during the staging 
process, however, movies, resding matter, books, a limited 
number of radios and a complete orientation program designed 
to prepare homebound men for their pleees in civilian life, 
were carried on. 


2, American "ed Cross 


The American “ed S,ose has been one of the most active 
sections on the poet. They heve had e@ moet excellent progran 
of recrection and welfere activities for the unit 
the month of Jyne the Ned Cpoes moved into their enlarged 
querters end immedistely esteblished a eraft workshop for 
the patients, woodwork, metal work, leether carving, and 
encreving facilities were made available to sll that deserved 
to avail themeelves of the equipment. were eh avernge 
of 9 moving pictures and three legitincte shows « week for 
ambulatory petiente and moving pictures and stage shows for 
the bed petients and closed wards at least | 
The Yed Crosse workers covered the wards and dietributed candy, 
cigerettes, resding materiels, toilet articles, and ereft 


footlities to the bed patients, The ARC ours of 
Peries and vicinity thet were well patronized by patients and 
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unit personnel alike. 


Tn edfition te reercation, which undoubtedly played en 
oseentiel role in the program, it should be mentioned also 
thet during thie period there were meny indieetions that the 
@ase work procram rained momentum and ected ef & vent as 
well as « constructive eid te those patients who so vitally 
needed both of these factors. This phase of the "ed “poss 
service wee extremely ective all during the functioning of 
the heepitel. 


The American "ed Cross wes continually called on by 
Assigned Enlisted Personnel, a8 well as patients, for 
"Health and Yelfere Consultstions". There were numerous 
enres whore simple interviews took cere of these requests, 
but many were time consuming and required e azreat deal of 
work. Table XIII, below, shows the number of cases ecch 
month thet required complete work up, {alse see Sreph VIII). 
It must be realized thet these fieures are only for those 
eases where complete cese vork-up was required. Also, it 
ahould be pointed out thet the ratio between those requests 
originating with the assigned personnel and the ret! ent 
pernonnel were extremely high.

During the first few months of the operstion of the 1°lst 
(US) General Foepital ae a unit, there were three chaplains 
assigned, two Protertent and one Catholie. Leter thia number 
one eech Protectent and Catholic. 


Catholic, dail Wase and Sonfesetons for the Catholic, and 
lve Services for the Jewish. The Chaplains aseuned 
the responsibility of ereve registrations and body identification. 
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Numerous letters from parents of hosritelized personnel were 
answered, letters of condolence written, personal intervieus 
with hosritelixed men and assigned personnel. Mase wma held 
for the P.O .Y, stockade. 


Services were well attended by all deliefs. 
4. Post *xePaneei 


The Post Exchange firet started operation on « emell seale 
soon after the unit landed in "nelend. The Commanding “fficer 
offictally appointed an “xchange Couneil several days before 
the firet of January, 1945. At first the "xehange facil‘ ties 
were evafleble only to esetened personnel, but very coon 
euffietent rations were avelleble for the merbers of the "»tachnent 
of Patients. Sy the end of the first scnth's operstion, mobile 
unite were in use teking retions amd supplies to bed ratients. 
The facilities of tis serviee exranded rapidly anf offered 
complete service by e44ing a modern well-equirped tarbder shop 
(S cheire), ehce shining faeilities, taylor and pressing shop, 
ané aleo fry eleaning. In June 2 modern ice cream and soda 
fountein ves put into operetion in its own building. This 
service offered by the Post Sxchance, proved to be one of the 
most arprecinated and most sopular, 


A raffle system was used for the sale of certain items; 
such ea, watches, cigsrette lighters, and fountein pans. “ach 
man destring te purchase one of t ese itera sienet cp for it and 
then o drawing wee held for the one rho me elfirible to purchase 
the item. ;
